Three of the Women being reported to ke Pregnant, 
and Three of the Men having obtain'd a gracious Reprieve (Which “

| der'd for Execution. . 
While the lay under this Condemnation ILeoaſtantly viſited them. 
ſometimes in their Dungeon, oſtener in che Chapel ofiNewgate, ro which 
they were brought up twice every day g there I pray d with them, and 
read and expounded the Word of God to them, laying t efore em thoſe 
Motives and Arguments (ariſing trom it) which might induce them to 
an accurate, firict, and ſcrious Examination and Conſideration of 
themſclves, wich refpect to their paſt Sinful Lives, their preſeny ful 
Condition, and their future Exer laſting tate, ſo as to repent ot all their 
former Tranigreſſions and Offences agamit GOD and Man, to implore 
the Divine Mercy and Grace, and humbje/themſelyes under the Mighty: 
Hand of God, thar they might obtain his Gratuitous Pardon and Eternal 
Sa'vaſſon, thraugh ihe alone Merits of Jesus CHRIS . 
On the Lord's Day the 11h inſtant q preach'd ta them, wiz. in the 
Morning on P/al 19.12. 13. Who can underſtand his Errors ? Cleanſe thou 
me from ſecret Faults : Keep. rack thy Ser vant alſo from prt ſumptuoia Sins 
Let them not have -Domigion over me.

And this Subject took up the greateſt part cf my Time, both in my 
publick and private Indructiens to, and Diſconrſes with them, wha 
ſeem'd affected Wome morey ſome leſs) with what. deliver'd to them in 
the Name of GOD. And rhule of them that are now to jute, pave 
me the reſpeaive Accoun:s of themſelves, which follow. 


1. Richard Bell, alias B2zown (the former he ſaid was his right Name) 
condemn'd for ſtealing five Shop: Books ont of the Shop of Mr. W1l/tam 
Langton, on the 8th of Nov. laſt. He faid, he was 27 Yeats of age, born in 
London, but in whar.part he was loth torel! : That he was bound Apprentice 
to a Smith, but did not ſerve out his time with him; and, tier he liſted him- 
elf in the late Queen's Service, and was inthe Army in Flanders above one 
Year, He was not free to give a full Account of his pait Life, anly in ge- 
geral confeſs'd he had been a wicked Man, but that ought not to bring 
any Reflection upon his Friends, who were honeſt People. At firſt he 
| would not, but at laſt did own he was juſtly condemn'd, and begg'd 
G OD's Pardon, and att he had injur'd. | 44 
Upon my hearing, that about three Years ago, he was a Soldier in Gen. 
S$eaburgh's Regiment, in Flanders, and did then (in company with 3 others) 
rob Mr. Robinſon, Pay-maſter to that Regiment, taking from him a great 
quantity of Gold, for which one of his wicked Comrades was executed 
there; and that the ſaid Mr. Rob inſon s Servant (who was innocent) being 
ſuſpected of t hat Fact, was ſo griev d at this Suſpicion, that he hang'd him- 
elf for it: Jask'd this Richard Beil, What he ſaid to all this; and, Whether 
it mas not ſo, Upon which, having paus'd a little with ſurprize, be cwn'd himſelf 
Guilty; ſaying, All that nas true. Then l endeavour'd to raite in him a due Senſe 
and Horror of that his heinous Crime, ſhewing him of how great imp Trance it was 
to him that he ſhovid repent of it in a particular manner; for without this he could 
never be ſav'd. And here l ſurtker let him know, That this made me greatly ſu- 
ipeXx his having committed many other pgrievons Sins of the like Natwe, or worſe, 
but he ſaid, that mas the greateft ke ever did, and that h h4.4 many times ak'a GO D?s 
Fardon For it. 5 | 
2. Henry Poward, alias Powell (which latter he faid was his right 
Name) condemn'd tor aſſaulting and robbing two Women on the King's 
Highway; between Barnet and Tics end, on the 15th of October lafl. He 
aid he was 23 Years of Age, born in the MHinortes, in the Pariſh of St. Ap- 
tolph, without Aldgate: That when he was but 12 Years old, his Friends 
bound him Apprentice to an Apothecary and Surgeon at Mapping Thar 
his Maſter dying before his Time was expir'd, (Vi. about four years 290) 
he continu'd With his Miſtreſs only while he had ſettled the Shop- ac- 
compts, that ſhe might ſee what was due to her Husband; and, That he 
did deſraud ker therein, by ſcratching out of the Books teveral Perſons 
(Scamen and others) who ow'd his Matter Money for Medicines, Se. 
which he faid he did out of Charity to them, becauſe he knew them 1 
be Poor. Upon this | codeavour'd to make him fenfible, that this was a 


great Sin for him thus to give away (as he pretended in Charity) whas 
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was not his own, In thc further Declaration he made-of his peſt Life, he 
feld me, T hat a certain Perſon, uhefe Wile being ane Day in Company 
with him, having given him a Ring far another he had of much leis Va. 


ne, that Gentleman (her Husband) had him benen Juſt e2 of Peace, 


ho order'd him into the late (Queen's Service, and ſo sccordingly he went 
to Flanders, and there he was about two Years a private Soldier; That 
from that time he might date his Misfortune; for then he began to keep 
bad Company, and to abandon himſelt to all manner of Leu dneſ ang 
Pebauchersy ; The he had committed ſeveral Capital Facts (both in City 
and Country) for which he never was brought to Juſtice, and now be 
ck nowirdg'd tho juſt Providence of GOD, that at laſt now had over. 
taken him, and in{lifted this condign Puniſhment upon him, who was not 
like to have been reform'd any other way, I defir'd he old tell me what 
hole Criminal facts were, and give me a more particular Account of his 
Life; but he deſir'd ro be excuy'd from this, ſaying, 7 hat it would avail 
nothing, for be could male no Reparation to the Perſons he had injur d; and 
belides moſt of them were abſo!ntely unknown to him. A few of em hawever

he nam'd and own'd to the Perſons themſelves he tad robb'd. Here l men. 
rion'd to him a certain Kotbery committed about Sevencat in Aent, ſince 
Michaelmas la ſt, u herein he was ſuſpected to be concern'd, but he flatly de. 
ny*d it: Wheretpon l putiieg him in mind of what was then taken (vjz a 
great quantity of Ribbon) ſrom a Carrier, he own'd he knew ſomerbing 


o jr, but cou d ror help the poor Man to his Goods again. And this was

2. Richard Boucher, condemn'd for breaking and entring the Houle 
of Mr. Thomas Brown, with an intent to rob it, on the 3d of November laſt, 
He ſaid, he was 24 years of age, born in the Partih of St. James, Weſtminſter : 


I bat his Parents brought lum up well, and gave him good Education, but

hc did not live antu etably to it: Thar not liking to live at Rome, he wen! 
to Sca, and ſerv'd for ſome time on board a Man cf War in the Weſt. Indies. 
under the late Reign: That when he was return'd home, he had no mind 
to follow any other Employmert but that of being a Drawer in a Taverr, 
era Tapſter in an Alehouſe; That upon this Account he went to an Ac- 
quaintance of his Mother, who kept a Viualling-houſt at Port ſmouth: 
3 hat atter he had been there a certain time, lie came up to London again, 
and gat into the Service of another Pei ſon, who-was of-rhe jame Calling; 
hat in ail thoſe Services he growing very loc ſe, he did very much neg- 
lect Religious Duties, both in private and publick, and beeame a very il 
Liver, breaking GOD's Laws in all Reſpects, except Murder: Yet at the 
{ame time he laid he had not tranſgrels'd 2gainſt the Laws of Men fo, as 
to celcrve ſuch a Puniihment as this ti: now, At firſt J found him very 
ſtubborn ard 31 dzn'd, but at laſt he ſeem d ſomeu hat ſoften'd, and mel- 
ted into a due Conſideration of his tuiure State, and begg'd Pardon of 
GOD and Man. | 3 
4. Thomas Smith, ccrdemn'd for privately fiealing 40 Yards of 
F {tian ou of Mr. Finch's Warchou'e, on the 8th of November. Head, 
Jin was 33 years of age, born lg good Family in the Weſt of England, 
and had 1250 the Seas rom his Youh, ſerving on board teveral Men of 
War and Merchant- men, where he bore ſome Offices He eonfelsd he 
ty £6:d2mn'g, and had .deiery d long ego luch a Punithment tor 
| Other 
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other wicked Facts he had committed;undrcould not now make any man- 

rer of Reparatiomfor, which. was his great Grief. All the while | he lay 
under this Condemnation he was ſo very ill as not to be in a capacity of 
being eaſily remov'd out of the Condemn'd Hold, nor of anſwering all the 
particular Queſtions that otherwiſe-I would have put to him. Under that 
his extream Weakneſs, I did at ſeveral times pray with him there, who 


ſeem d to be affected with it, and pray d GOD would be merciful to him. 


5. John Wright, condemm'd for ſtealing above the value of 20 / in Gold & Silver 
out of the Houſe of Mr. Nat. Spurlisg, where he lodg'd at Mapping, on the 27 of April 
jaſt. He ſaid- he was 24 Vears öf age, born at Ware, Hart fore ſhire That he was a 
haber · by Trade, and had liv d honeſtly hitherto, but bad Company having debanch'd 
him, he was tempted to commit the Fact that had brought him to this ſhameful 
Heach; of which and all other his Sins he heartily repented; praying Gon and 
the Perſons he had injur'd to forgive him who was very ſorry for what he had done 
amiſs, but could not und) it, nor make due amends for it, other wiſe than by his 
Death. to which he ſubmitted © © U ene „. 
6. Ann Body, condem'd for Burglary and Robbery. She faid, ſhe was 28 years 
of age, bor al Ste in BE, hamſhire: That when ſhe was very young, her Friends 


carry'd her to Sa ret in Hartforæſhire, where ſhe was brought vp: That as ſoon as 


ſhe came io be of Years capable of Working, ſhe went to Service there: That a- 
bout 4 Years ago. being deſirous to try whether ſhe might mend her Condition, ſhe 
came up to London with an honeſt Intent to be a Servant in ſome good Family or 


other; but before ſhe could find ſuch a Service, ſhe uphappily fell into bad Com- 


pany that preſently deluded and debauch'd her, bringing her into Poverty, and 
then into the commiſſion of Theft, Whoredom, Drunkenneſs, Prophanation of the 
Lord's Day, Sweering.Curſing, and all manner of Siu and Wickedneſs whatioever, 
Murder only excepted ; and, That all theſe 4 Years ſhe had been in Lond n ſhe liv'd 


that lewd and-vicious Life, pilfering and ſtealing whatever ſhe could lay Hands on: 


That her common way of Robving was, the taking Linnen,Cloaths,and other things 


out of Courts and Vards; and, That for one ſuch Fact ſhe was about 3 Years ſince 


brought to' Juſtice, and accordingly order'd to bewhipt for it. She further ſaid, 
That thegreateſt Crime ſhe ever committed was this ſhe now ſtood condemn'd for; 
and, That ſhe did it in this manner, vz. Having got acquainted with the Perſon that 
wastry'd and condemn'd with her (but repriev'd) ſhe told him one day that ſhe for- 
merly liv.d with a Gentleman in Hartforaſbire, who had a great deal of Plate in his 
Houſe, and ſne might eafily come at it} as k1owing every part of that Houſe, and by 
whit way one might enter it; and therefore if he would pay herLodging,for which 
ſhe ow*d her Landlady here in ] own, and go along with her to that place, they 


might. ſet out on their Journey the very next Day. To this he readily. agreed, 


and fo accordingly they went; but as they were-ontheir Way her Heart miſgave 
her, and ſhe would go no further, apprehend ing the Danger ſhe expos'd her ſelf 
to by this Enterprize; but her Companion being un «1lling to go back, they pro- 
ceeded on their Journey till Night overtook em, and then they ſought for Lodging, 
but finding no body that would receive or harbour them, they lay that Night in a 
Barn: That the next Morning ſhe was again in the mind of returning to London, 
but he wau'd not comply with her therein, ſaying, That at ſhe had brought him on 


thus far, be w uld go farther: That upon this they both continu'd their Journey, 
but cou'd not that Night reach Richenanſworth, the Place ſhe told him ſhe would 
bring him 10, G they lay at acertaintouſe by the Way, and the next Morning ſhe 


made her Eſcape from him, being mightily afraid to proſecute: her wicked;Deſign ; 


But he having enquir*d which Way ſhe went, and being inform'd that ſhe was ſeen 
croſſing ſaeh and ſuch a Field (as they pointed to) he purſu'd. and overtook her, and 


after ſome hard Words paſs'd between them, chey finally reſolv'd to accompliſh 


this their wicked purpoſe; and im order thereto they came at Night to Rickman- 
worth, and on Monday the 17:4 of October laſt, about 2 in the Morning, they broke 


into the Houſe of that Gentleman ſhe had ſormerly been a Servant to, /. Temple- 


\Fotherly Mis field, Eq; and taking thence ſeveral Pieces of Plate, as, one Silver 


Sawce: pan, five Spoons, &c. together with ſome Table- Linnen, and. other Wings 
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Inn, (in Town or Country) tor then they commonly rob both Waggons andCoache: 
Bell ſaid, he ( th others) rob'd a Shop near the Royal Exchange, and took thence 
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' Which Goods having thus unlawfully got. they came up to Lord, where of- 


fering to ſel) them, they were ſtopt, and themſelves brought to Juſtice. She be. 
wail'd this her Wickednefs, and all other the Sins ſhe had committed, pray ing ſhe 
might be forgiven by her Maſter and other Perſons ſhe bad wrong'd, whom ſhe could 
make no Satis fection to; and, tuat Gon would be pieas'd to pardon her, and be 


merciful to her Soul. 


Y. Mary Stfl, condemn'd for breaking open the Houſe of Mr, Joſ. Stolmord, 


and taking thence 4 Diaper Tablecloths, and 4 Diaper Napkins, with 2 Holland 
Shifts, and other Linnen and n great value, on the oth of November lift, 
She ſaid, ſhe was 22 Years of age, 


rn in Weſft-Smithfield, London, and a Stays- 
maker by Trade: That having for theſe 2 or 3 Years paſt follow'd evil Courſes 
and · us'd herſelf to Thieving, ſhe was at laſt diſcover'd, and brought to Juſtice 
for a Felony, and burnt in the Hand for it, about 18 Months ago : That her 
nſnal Way of Stealing was this, viz. When ſhe walk'd along the Streets, and 
ſaw any Houſe open, ſhe went in privately, and took whatſoever ſhe cou'd 
light- on and carry away, which (for the moſt part) were things of ſmall value: 


That by thoſe ill Practices ſhe brought herſelf into ſuch a ſettled Habit of Idle- 
* neſs and W ickednefs, as made her quite leave off her Buſineſsof Stays-ma — a 
ul 


not being able, nor willing to work at it any longer: That by this Unlawfy 
Method ſhe had taken to live, growing poorer and poorer (as it generally 


proves with ſuch Perſons) ſhe was eaſily tempted not only to go on in her wic- 
- ked Way, but waxed bolder in it, ſo as to veuture at laſt upon greater Robbe- 

ries, ſach as this was ſhe now ſtood condemn'd for; the Juſtice. of which Sen- 
_ tence ſhe acknowledg'd, ſeeming then to be (tho? ſhe was not before) ſenſible, 


that they who pre ſumptuoufly abandon themſelves to ſuch illegal Courſes, do 
thereby render their Life very uncomfortable, and often (if not always) expoſe 
themſelves to all manner of Troubles and Fears, and at laſt to a ſhameful un- 


- timely Death in this World, and to the danger of lofing their Souls, and bring- 
ing Damnation upon them in the next. She ſaid, ſhe wiſh'd with all her Heart 


ſhe had not done fo, and that ſhe could make Reparation for all the Injurics and 


Vnjuſt Actions committed by her; but ſhe knew not the Perſons ſhe had 
wrong'd; and if fhe did, ſhe was not in a capacity of making Satisfaction to 
them: She therefore ask'd their Pardon, and above ail, pray'd GOD to be mer- 


cia $0 her. 6 bes. 8 3 
At the Place of Execution (to which they were all carried from Nemgate is 


3 Carts this Day) I attended them for the laſt time, and gave them my uſual 
y 


Exhortations, ſuch as I thought ſeaſonable and proper for them. I pray'd ane 


_ ſung a Penitential Pſalm with them, and made %em rehearſe the ApoſttesCreed, 

and after I had recommended their Souls to God, 1 withdrew; leaving them t- 
their private Devotions, for which they had ſome time allotted ' em: Then the 
Cart drew away, and they were turn'd off, all the while calling upon God to 


have Mercy on them. F 
N. B. Povel confeſs'd he robb'd a Shop in the Minories, taking oot of it a great 
quantity of Stockins. He defir*d me to publiſh in ibis my Paper, (as a Caution to 


all Carriers) That they ſhould take care of their Goods, when they come to any 


a Piece of Broad Cloth; half of which he had for his Share, the other half be rc: 
turn'd to the Owner. And both Powel and Bel ſaid, that their Wives were ho 
neſt, and not concern'd in their ill Facts; deſiring all co take Warning by then,
